Prison Building 

There were statistics a’plenty 
accumulated by “King Rat,” the 
Columbia Pictures release with 
George Segal in the title role at 
the Theatre. “King Rat?’ 
is the story of the notorious 
Changi Prison Camp _ outside 
Singapore in the months before 
the ending of World War II. 

Of the film’s 62 shooting days, 
54 were spent on location, and 
the remaining eight on a cover 
set at the studio. Twelve of the 
location days were actually 
nights, with film running on sev- 
eral occasions from dusk to 
dawn. Transport of cast and 
crew to the location was a size- 
able item, with a fleet of nine 
cars and eight busses travelling 
more than 250,000 miles back 
and forth during the production. 

On one of his rare visits to the 
filming site, James Clavell, the 
author of the best-selling novel 
and a former prisoner of war at 
the Changi Prison (for two 
years), observed that the food 
served on one day would have 
fed the entire prison camp of 
10,000 for six months. The “King 
Rat” set also was the most rea- 
listic. One of the few Americans 
to be imprisoned there, Owen 
Baggett, a former bomber pilot 
who was shot down over Java 
and now is a Beverly Hills execu- 
tive, visited the location and pro- 
nounced it ‘frighteningly accu- 
rate.’ 

The Changi Prison compound 
was the largest, most exciting 
and most realistic set ever built 
by Columbia Pictures. It was re- 
created from photographs of the 
notorious prison camp, which is 
still standing, and descriptions 
of the outlying bamboo huts 
found in the best-selling novel by 
James Clavell. 


Covering a ten-acre site on a 
cattle ranch some 35 miles from 


the Columbia studio and about 
two miles from the busy Ventura 
freeway, the “King Rat” location 
set comprises a main concrete 
cell block, 56 feet high, 112 feet 
long and 60 feet wide, set inside 
a forbidding concrete wall meas- 
uring 40 feet high, 400 feet long 
and 300 feet wide. Outside the 
wall were scattered 52 bamboo 
shacks, with thatched or tin 
roofs, ranging in size from 20 
by 60-foot barracks to tiny six- 
by eight-foot cook huts. An 
eight-foot high bamboo and 
barbed wire fence enclosed the 
entire compound and, just out- 
side the main gate, the Japanese 
commander’s headquarters and 
barracks for his men were situ- 
ated. 


Altogether, some _ 500,000 
board feet of lumber, 45,000 
square feet of straw matting, 
25,000 feet of bamboo, six miles 
of barbed wire and 10,000 gal- 
lons of paint were among the 
materials worked with by as 
many as 250 skilled craftsmen at 
a time over a seven-week period.
